Examiner Andrews called to inform the Applicant that the amendment, filed 9/6/201 1, has placed the application in 
condition for allowance, with the exception of formal matters. Examiner Andrews requested permission to cancel, by 
Examiner's Amendment, withdrawn claims 40-52, while rejoining withdrawn claims 28 and 37-39. Examiner Andrews 
also requested permission to correct minor formalities in claims 27-28, change the title to "Coreless Linear Motor 
Having a Non-Magnetic Reinforcing Member", and to cancel claims 30-31, as the recitation of "a hole" within the 
reinforcing member now directly contradicts the limitation of claim 27, specifying the reinforcing member "being formed 
without any hollow or cavity". 

Mr. Panno, in a subseguent telephone call, granted permission for the above modifications to be made by Examiner's 
Amendment .
